James Watson respond¬ 
ed to Lowes Pawn Shop 
and as he was pulling in 
Sparks pulled out. “The 
guy working there told 
me 'hey that's him', so I 
turned around and fol¬ 
lowed him onto Elkins 
Street,” Watson said. 

Sparks, along with two 
female passengers, were in 
a 2010 Chevrolet Camaro 
as they pulled onto the 
westbound lanes of the 
MountainParkway.'Tgotup 
behind him and he started 
to drive faster sol turned on 
my lights and siren,"Watson 
said. 'Then he just took off.” 

Watson, joined by Powell 
County Deputy Robert

As if police were not 
already a little weary, 
just three hours after a 
high speed car chase and 
foot pursuit, they were 
at it again. But this time 
the suspect, Richard 
Anderson, known as "RD," 
got away. However three 
of his friends were arrest¬ 
ed and now face charges, 
including a woman who is 
a fugitive from Georgia. 

Powel County Sheriff 
Danny Rogers answered 
a call to go with Clark 
Energy workers to a 
home on Eleventh Street 
in Clay City. Allegedly 
the home may have been 
stealing electricity. When

Rogers arrived he found 
Amy L. Barker at the 
home. Barker, 25, told 
Rogers no one else was at 
the residence. However, 


Rogers heard noise com¬ 
ing from another room. 

“I tried to open the door 
and there was a book shelf 
or something against it, so I 
shoved my way in and there 
was a male suspect trying 
to climb out of a window,” 
Rogers said. "So I grabbed 
his legs, but he was able to 
slip away.” 

Rogers began a foot 
chase and headed toward 
the Red River as he also 
called for back up units 
to assist. During the foot 
chase a Clark Energy 
employee advised officers 
that they saw Anderson 
jump into a tan colored

New fire chief looking to help 
improve department and relations

If it seems a little dif¬ 
ferent around Clay City, 
well that is just proof 
that time marches on 
and everything chang¬ 
es. Some changes come 
about in hopes of invigo¬ 
rating a situation or at 
least try to make it bet¬ 
ter. Nathan Hall hopes 
that is what will happen 
with the changes at the 
Clay City Volunteer Fire 
Department. 

Hall was elected to take 
over as fire chief at a fire 
board meeting on July 
4. 'That was my wife's 
birthday and I was at a 
meeting, so you know how 
well that went over,” Hall 
joked as he talked to the 
Times about changes in 
the department. 

The Clay City Fire 
Department has been 
under scrutiny since the 
previous chief, Richard 
Rogers, was indicted on 
theft and possession of 
forged instrument charg¬ 
es. For nearly 18 months 
the department had gone 
through a number of "act¬ 
ing chiefs” until the July 
4 meeting. 

Since then Rogers had 
reached an agreement to 
pay back money owed and 
stay out of the fire busi¬ 
ness while he is on proba¬ 
tion. Plus the Clay City 
department has seen sev¬ 
eral members, who appar¬ 
ently supported Rogers or 
were upset over the vote, 
quit the department. 

"We have 16 members 
listed and several are not 
coming to anything,” hall 
noted at a recent Clay 
City Council meeting. 

Hall, 35, the son of 
Timothy and Geneva 
Hall, was born and raised 
in Powell County. He 
even married a home¬ 
town sweetheart, Jessica 
Begley Hall, who is known 
for her singing talents. 
And he is proud of his two 
sons, Jackson and Sam. 
Hall went into construc¬ 
tion after he graduated 
from Powell County High 
School. He worked in the 
business until about four 
and half years ago. 

"I got tired of getting 
laid off and had been 
interested in being a fire 
fighter for some time,” 
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Hall said. "But I always 
thought you had to have 
a good education for that 
kind off work. Then I saw 
an ad for the Lexington 
department that said no 
experience necessary, so I 
decided I could do it.” 

Hall joined the 
Montgomery County Fire 
Department as a volun¬ 
teer and worked in that 
capacity for two and half 
years. Then he became a 
full-time firefighter and 
emergency medical tech¬ 
nician (EMT) for that 
department two years 
ago. He has been helping 
with the Clay City volun¬ 
teers for about a year. 

After taking over the 
duties as chief he soon 
realized the department 
needed some help. "We 
plan on holding a few 
fundraisers to help us 
buy equipment that we 
either need to replace or 
don't have,” Hall stated. 
"Our air packs are out of 
date so bad it is a safety 
concern for the firefight¬ 
ers. We also have turnout 
gear that is 10 to 15 years 
old and I believe OSHA 
wants it to be no older 
than five years. It is all 
about safety.” 

Hall also sees a need for 
several other items that 
will help the community 
and the department. 

"We need a newer ther¬ 
mal imager which will not 
only help us find hot spots 
in a wall, but police could 
use it to search for people 
lost in the woods or hid¬ 
ing in some brush. We 
can use it find people in 
a burning home because 
the body temperature will 
be cooler than the fire 
and it will pick up a per¬ 
son's body,” Hall noted. 
He said if they could get 


a new one, which runs 
anywhere from $7,500 to 
$10,000, the old one could 
be repaired so it worked 
properly and could go on 
the back up truck, while 
the new one would stay 
on the primary truck. 

Hall also said the 
department could use 
a concrete saw, which 
makes it easier to cut 
through the metal roofs 
many houses are using 
now days. He also believes 
they could use items like 
rescue jacks, airbags and 
cribbing to help lift vehi¬ 
cles and stabilize them at 
a crash scene to help get 
people out. 

But Hall says he also 
needs volunteers. 

"We are going to set up 
a booth at the ice cream 
social and the fair to allow 
people to fill out an appli¬ 
cation to become a volun¬ 
teer firefighter,” Hall said. 
"We even want to start 
up the Explorer Program 
again. That would be for 
teenagers 13 to 18 who 
may be interested in this 
as a career.” 

The city council hopes 
the changes being made 
will help boost the com¬ 
munity's confidence 
in the fire department. 
Something they feel has 
been tarnished as of late. 
Hall's mission is simple 
and clear. He even wants 
to get more input from 
the community on the fire 
board. 

"We want to do the best 
we can to help the com¬ 
munity,” he said. "We live 
here too and this is our 
hometown, so we want to 
do everything we can to 
make it a safe place for 
the community and the 
firefighters.”

Shooting, robbery suspects 
turn themselves in to the jail

The two men wanted for 
questioning in the robbery 
and shooting of a camp¬ 
er turned themselves in 
late last Tuesday evening. 
Now one will face second 
degree assault charges, 
while the other is facing 
extradition to Florida on 
drug charges. 

Powell County Sheriff’s 
deputies reported that 
Michael L. Skidmore, Jr., 
41, of Stanton, and James 
E. Hunt, 25, of Stanton,

turn themselves in to the Powell County 
Detention center. The two had been 
sought to answer charges in the robbery 
and shooting of Simon Stacy, 62, of Perry 
County, last Monday evening. 

According to Kentucky State Police, 
Skidmore and Hunt allegedly approached 
Stacy as he was camping near Star Gap 
Road just east of Stanton. Stacy told 
police he saw the men look in his 1997 
Ford Explorer. Skidmore then report¬ 
edly grabbed Stacy's shotgun and fired 
at Stacy. Stacy was able to run, but was 
hit in the side with buckshot. 

Skidmore and Hunt then apparently 
took the vehicle. However, police found 
it wrecked a few miles down the road. 

Officers from the state police, com¬ 
mercial motor vehicle enforcement, as 
well as deputies Powell County Sheriff's 
Office and Stanton Police officers began 
a manhunt for the two men. Stacy was 


treated at 

the scene for minor injuries. 

After Skidmore and Hunt turned 
themselves in, it was discovered that 
Hunt was wanted in Florida. Hunt had 
apparently violated the conditions of 
his probation from a Jan. 7, 2010 agree¬ 
ment. That agreement indicated that 
Hunt was found guilty of possession 
with intent to sell or deliver oxycodone. 
The charge came from Indian River 
County. Powell County Jailer Travis 
Crabtree believes that Hunt has a fed¬ 
eral warrant as well. 

Hunt will be extradited back to Florida 
after the legal wrangling is completed. 

Meanwhile, Skidmore is being held 
in the Powell County Jail on the second 
degree assault charge. He is due back in 
court this week.

“Rog” Mathews, began 
to pursue Sparks. The 
officers reported reaching 
speeds over 140 miles per 
hour. At one point Sparks 
passed a vehicle by driv¬ 
ing on the shoulder to go 
around it. Sparks then 
pulled off the Parkway 
at Exit 16 and headed 
toward Clay City. At that 
time Sparks was reaching 
speeds of between 80 and 
100 miles per hour. He 
narrowly missed striking 
a van full of people and a 
car head on, according to 
officers. 

The van had a grand¬ 
mother and four of her 
grandchildren on board. 
The car was being driven 
by Paula Watson, the wife 
of Sgt. Watson, though at 
the time officers are not 
sure if she knew that her 
husband was involved in 
a pursuit. 

Watson continued to 
follow him as Sparks 
turned onto Fallen Road 
across from the Mountain 
Parkway Church of God. 
Mathews went on ahead 


and turned onto Highway 
11, also known as Black 
Creek Road to try to 
intercept Sparks. 

Before Mathews could 
get to the Fallen Road 
Highway 11 intersection, 
Sparks attempted to turn 
northbound on Highway 
11. Watson then tried to 
use a legal intervention 
procedure, also known as 
a pitting maneuver. Both 
vehicles spun around sev¬ 
eral times with Sparks 
heading back toward 
Highway 15. Watson's 
cruiser ended up in a 
ditch. 

Mathews continued the 
chase as Sparks pulled 
into the parking lot of 
the Liberty gas sta¬ 
tion. Mathews car went 
between two gas pumps, 
taking out a garbage can. 
Sparks then bolted out of 
the car and ran toward 
Barnes Used Auto Parts 
located behind the gas 
station. 

Mathews began a foot 
chase and received a little 
help when Clay City Water 
Department employee 


Gary Carmichael came 
along and gave him a 
ride. Workers at the auto 
parts and junk yard told 
Mathews they saw a man 
run into a small wood¬ 
ed area. Mathews found 
Sparks lying down in the 
brush among some bri¬ 
ars. Mathews made the 
arrest, although receiving 
several cuts from the bri¬ 
ars on his arms and face. 

Watson, who was able 
to get a ride to the scene, 
pulled Mathews cruiser 
over to the Mountain 
Parkway Church of God 
parking lot and assisted 
in placing Sparks into the 
car. 

An ambulance crew was 
called to the area to check 
on Mathews and one of 
Sparks's passengers. A 
female, who was not iden¬ 
tified, was reportedly four 
months pregnant and was 
complaining of pain. She 
was taken to an area hos¬ 
pital to be checked out. 
Mathews was treated at 
the scene. 

As Sparks sat in the 
cruiser, his other passen¬ 


ger, also not identified by 
police, told them that she 
had no knowledge of why 
Sparks would run and 
was asking him to stop. 
Officers found several 
items I the car including 
a large pry bar and large 
hammer. 

Sparks is considered 
a suspect in a couple of 
recent burglaries. He was 
released from prison just 
over a year ago after serv¬ 
ing time for second degree 
burglary. 

“This was a dangerous 
situation, with the way 


he was driving, and peo¬ 
ple could have got hurt,” 
Mathews said after the 
chase. 

Following the chase 
and subsequent arrest, 
Watson was taken to 
an area hospital to be 
checked out after com¬ 
plaining of some pain in 
his chest and shoulder. 
Reports have indicated 
that he was kept over¬ 
night for observation, but 
was reported to be doing 
fine. 

Sparks, 36, of 
Winchester, is now facing 


a driving on a DUI sus¬ 
pended drivers license, 
speeding, resisting arrest 
as well as fleeing and 
evading police. That will 
be added to the warrants 
for burglary and five 
counts of wanton endan- 
germent. Sparks will also 
be charged with receiving 
stolen property of $10,000 
or more. That charge is 
based on the Camaro 
which was reported stolen 
two weeks ago in Clark 
County.

van. 

Officers gave chase and 
were able to find the van 
after it tried to hide so 
officers could not find it 
by parking in a drive that 
sat back from the road on 
Pompeii Road. The van 
was stopped at the inter¬ 
section of Pompeii and 
Woody Ware Road. The 
occupants, Michael Hall 
and Otis Dunaway, were 
questioned. 

Officers say they gave 
different accounts and 
stories indicating that 


Anderson was driving 
then jumped out and 
that they had hidden by 
parking behind a house 
as officers were nearby. 
They also indicated they 
did not know the man 
(Anderson) according 
to one report, but then 
admitted they knew him 
as “RD.” 

Dunaway even told offi¬ 
cers that his mother, Sally 
Profitt, allowed Anderson 
to take the van. But the 
police report stated that 
Profitt denied that claim.

Barker had 
been charged with theft 
by shoplifting and fled 
the jurisdiction failing 
to appear by leaving the 
state. Barker also had a 
warrant for receiving sto¬ 
len property under $500 
and having prescription 
controlled substances not 


in the proper container 
from Whitley County. 

Barker was also placed 
under arrest o those war¬ 
rants and lodged in the 
Powell County jail.

Emergency road aid funds awarded to Stanton 

It has been needed for quite some time and now Stanton has it. 

The Kentucky Transportation Cabinet today announced that the City of Stanton will receive $86,400 in 
Municipal Road Aid emergency funds. These funds will be used for repairs to the bridge over Judy Creek on 
West Railroad Street (CS 1056) in Stanton. 

“It is important that we help cities and counties fund emergency repairs to local roadways, because those 
routes are vital links in the state's transportation network,” Transportation Secretary Mike Hancock said. 
“Solid transportation infrastructure is vital in Stanton and across the Commonwealth.” 

The Stanton City Council is responsible for administering the work. 

The city can now also try to work on the sidewalk project for the same area. They wanted to make sure that 
the bridge could be repaired before starting the sidwalk project. The city received Safe School Routes money to 
assist with the sidewalk project.

I opened the can and took a big breath through my 
nose. There was nothing quite like the smell of bar- 
beque Charles Chips. 

I sure loved those chips as a boy; they were delivered 
like milk to the house and replenished into that metal 
can kept in the pantry. I took just one and placed it on 
my tongue and let the seasoning dissolve. 

Then I took out a handful and placed them on my 
plate and on Millie's plate beside the sandwiches with 
thinly cut beef, brown mustard, tomato and lettuce. 
It was lunchtime and I was on a stay over with my 
adopted grandmother, Millie Dobbs. 

Millie was our next-door neighbor when I was 
a youth. When I was about six, our neighbors the 
Bounds moved to Florida and to the initial disappoint¬ 
ment in moved a family with no children - Fred and 
Peggy Gross and Peggy's mother Millie. 

I am sure in many respects especially early on; I 
became a Southern Dennis the Menace to the Grosses 
as they settled in to their new home. Despite the lack 
of someone my age to play with, I soon found myself 
the focus of Millie, a retired nurse from New York 
City. 

On a side note, she told me about assisting Marilyn 
Monroe on a hospital stay. In just a short period of time, 
we had both found our way into each other's hearts. 
Millie was what I would describe as puffy when I 
hugged her. 

Since my folks had relocated to Atlanta for 
business, I was hours away from my grandpar¬ 
ents, so it was wonderful having Millie in my life. 
Often when Fred and Peggy went out of town, Millie 
would invite me to stay over. I would get to stay in the 
master bedroom suite. 

It was always an adventure. I remember on one of 
my earliest visits, I opened the wrong door by mistake 
and began a head over foot tumble into the basement. 
I didn't get hurt though. I landed on my head. So if 
you wonder why I am still a bit off, that would be the 
reason. 

Actually, I limped away from the fall with a stumped toe. 
Later I would learn the basement was Fred's domain 
where he kept his model train and 78 rpm record col¬ 
lections. 

I seldom got the chance to see those things, although 
it was a treat when I was allowed. 

Millie was an amateur artist who loved painting and 
making crafts with her hands, and she often brought 
me into what she was doing helping to teach me and 
giving me a try at it. She loved to play cards and she 
taught me as well - solitaire and gin rummy. 


We would often pass hours playing especially when 
my Uncle Waymond came to visit, Millie would always 
join our family for evenings of card and game play¬ 
ing. 

Another one of her passions is still part of my life, 
mysteries , Agatha Christie among others. 

Every few months, Millie would treat us both to 
a lunch out and we would walk a little more than a 
mile to Brannigan's Irish Restaurant and have lunch. 
I would get this huge hamburger covered with mush¬ 
rooms and everything imaginable. 

As I grew and our family celebrated the milestones, 
Millie was there, birthdays, elementary graduation, 
Eagle Scout ceremony, and awards until one day, 
Fred, Peggy and Millie moved to Florida. I was in my 
teens by then and our connection remained via letters, 
cards, and holiday greetings. 

One day mother received a call from Peggy to let us 
know that Millie had died. My initial impulse was to 
go and be there with them. That is after all what we 
did in our family, we gathered, sat up with the dead, 
ate a lot, remembered and cried as they were buried. 

Peggy thanked me for the thought but there was no 
need for us to make the trip down. 

As best I recall Millie was cremated. 
My adopted grandmother Millie was gone. My mom 
encouraged me to put away the things that she had 
shared with me, some paintings, needlepoint, an 
afghan, her letters, a handmade bell she had gotten 
from her friend Willie. So I did. 

You know I am still saving them, like I simply put 
Millie's things away where I could keep my memory of 
her just the way it was. 

I know that my childhood would not have been 
as full without the New York prospective that 
Millie brought to me, an appreciation of see¬ 
ing more than what was just at my fingertips. 
Millie gave me something no one else had before out¬ 
side my family, she taught me that unconditional love 
didn't have to be born in blood. 

She became part of my family and shared time, 
encouragement, some of my greatest childhood 
moments, and an amazing love for life.

Consider “Beefing UP” 
Your pastures now 
with Rye/and ryegrass 

Livestock producers 
are always trying to find 
new alternatives to the 
feed they already have 
or maybe to stretch their 
hay bales out for win¬ 
ter. We all realize that 
cows would rather graze 
grass than eat dried hay 
any time. One option that 
farmers may have this 
time of year is to sow 
rye and ryegrass together 
now for very high quality 
grazing this fall and late 
next winter. 

There are several plac¬ 
es farmers can consider 
sowing this crop. Farmers 
might consider sowing 
rye and ryegrass in fields 
which were cut for silage 
in August and September. 
Another area would be 
tobacco patches which 
the crop was harvested in 
September. Other areas 
for sowing might also be 
in fields where a farm¬ 
er sowed annual plants 
like sudangrass or millet 
which have already been 
grazed or harvested for 
hay. 

If you do not have any of 
these type fields on your 
farm, look around your 
existing pastures which 
now may be dried and 
filled with weeds such as 
crabgrass and ironweed. 
Re-seeding rye and rye¬ 
grass into thin pastures 


will work the best. If 
pastures are thick and 
fescue is growing, the fes¬ 
cue may rejuvenate in 
October and crowd out 
the new rye mixture. 

Seeding rates for this 
spring grazing are as fol¬ 
lows: 100-120 pounds of 
small grain rye(2 bush- 
els)/acre and 20 pounds 
of annual ryegrass/acre. 
Keep in mind there is 
an annual and a peren¬ 
nial ryegrass. For spring 
grazing, annual ryegrass 
may do better for Powell 
County producers. 

Good rye variet¬ 
ies to ask for at your 
feed store may include: 
Winterking; Cool Grazer; 
Winter Magic; and Early 
Graze. Good annual rye¬ 
grass varieties include: 
Marshall, Frai; Rio and 
Green Spirit. Keep in 
mind if applying for 2012 
Phase 1 funds, that these 
varieties for grazing are 
cost share approved if 
the farmer has applied 
for funds under the 
Farmland Improvement 
category. 

While regular cover 
crop rye might work good 
for a cover crop, these 
varieties are supposed to 
be best for grazing and 
will be more winter hardy 
than regular cover crop 
varieties. 

Best results will be 
given if seed is sown from 
Aug. 15 through Sept. 15. 
The earlier the seeds are 
planted, the earlier your 
cattle will get to graze. 
Seed when you get addi¬ 
tional moisture in the 
ground this month. Late 
seedings will result in 
little or no grazing this 
year, but you should get 
additional grazing in 
March and April. 

In seeding, both conven¬ 
tional and no-till seeding 
can work. Seed should be 
paced y 2 to 14 inches deep. 


Broadcast seeding, then 
using a culti-packer will 
work well as well. 

Grazing rye/ryegrass 
pastures late this fall and 
next spring will give live¬ 
stock a lot of extra feed 
this fall and winter when 
there is not much else to 
graze, and if nothing else, 
it will save several big 
round hay bales. Again, 
cattle will always choose 
to graze grass than eat 
dry hay. Ryegrass and 
rye pastures are also 
very good feed sources 
for the deer as well who 
may need to be fed this 
winter. 

Ryegrass/rye pas¬ 
tures with ample rain¬ 
fall should be ready to 
graze in October. Graze 
pastures when the rye 
is at least 8 inches tall. 
Take the cattle off the 
fields when the ryegrass 
is down to 3” tall. Strip 
graze or rotational graze 
for best results during 


the winter and spring 
months. A little extra 
money spent now on rye 
and ryegrass seed should 
give your cattle plenty of 
good grazing late this fall 
and early next spring. For 
more information, con¬ 
tact the Powell County 
Extension Office at 663- 
6405.

What’s Wrona with my 
Bradford Tear? 

For several weeks now, 
I have had several com¬ 
ments and phone calls 
about random plants in 
the landscape just start¬ 
ing to redden up just 
like it was mid October. 
It seems that Bradford 
pear trees and burning 
bushes especially have 
been noticed more with 
this problem. This is not 
just a problem here in 
Powell County, but across 
the state and it has more 
to do with our early 
summer drought, than 
anything. The lack of a 
winter, no rain in June, 
then some moisture, now 
NO moisture in August 


has caused these plants 
to think “ OK it's fall-its 
dry-time for my leaves to 
turn red. The lack of rain¬ 
fall has triggered chemi¬ 
cal processes much like 
those we see in plants in 
early autumn. The result 
is that the tree turns red 
(or brown), and may go 
dormant. These mix- 
ups may also lose their 
leaves and then re bud 
or re-bloom once we get 
more rainfall next month. 
Unfortunately these trees 
or bushes which do this 
more than one time, usu¬ 
ally do not survive much 
longer. It can be a sign 
of so much stress on the 
plant, that the tree dies 
an early death.

Lady Pirates improve to 4-0

The Powell County Pirates football 
team traveled to Pikeville last Saturday 
to take on the Pikeville Panthers. Powell 
was playing in the 28th Annual Pike 
County Bowl along with seven other 
teams. 

The Pirate players were ready to get 
the season started and show that last 
season was a building block for their 
success. But the Panthers and injuries 
were too much for them. Pikeville won 
easily 53-12. 

Pikeville won the coin toss and elected 
to take the ball first. Pikeville received 
the kickoff and began with the ball on 
their own 35 yard line. Three plays later 
the Panthers scored the opening touch¬ 
down of the game on a 41 yard run by 
their quarterback. Powell trailed 6 - 0 
just 1:27 into the game. 

Powell received the ball and Kienan 
Tiller ran the kickoff back to the 41 
yard line for the Pirates.

This time, 
the Panthers passed the ball for the 
score from 11 yards out. 

Jones ran the kickoff back for the 
Pirates to the 47 yard line to start the 
Pirates second possession.

the ball on first down for three yards. 
Jones took the handoff to the left side on 
second down and was tackled in front 
of the Pikeville bench. Jones, a senior, 
suffered a broken arm while going down 
on the play and was taken to the hos¬ 
pital for treatment. The Pirates were 
shaken and quickly had to punt the ball 
to Pikeville. The Panthers again scored 
making the score 18-0 with under a 
minute to play in the first quarter. 

Powell had to punt again and Pikeville 
scored again to raise the score to 25 - 0.

The Lady Pirates have battened down 
the hatches and are making an early 
run toward district dominance on the 
volleyball court. Powell traveled to Lee 
County last Tuesday and then hosted 
Estill County last Thursday. Despite 
a little bit of a challenge from both 
squads, Powell captured the win in both 
district contests. 

At Lee County it was a slow start for 
the Lady Pirates. They were down 12-9 
halfway through the first set, but came 
back to take a 14-12 lead in the sixth 
rotation and never trailed again, win¬ 
ning the set 25-18. 

In the second set the Lady Kats 
missed the first serve and Powell took 
advantage by running off eight straight 
points with sophomore Haleigh Ritchie 
serving to take a 9-0 lead. The Lady 
Pirates used three scoring runs of four 
points each after that to keep a comfort¬ 
able lead and take the win, 25-13. 

The third and final set for the match, 
in the best of five format, saw Powell 
jump out to a 10-2 lead.

The Lady Pirates 
picked up the 25-15 win. 

The third set saw Powell extend the 
lead to five points early on and never 
looked back. The Lady Pirates topped 
Estill, 25-19. 

With the win the district's early 
standings are in Powell's favor. Powell 
is 2-0 in the district and Estill fell to 
1-1. Owsley has yet to play a district 
foe, while Lee is now 0-2. Powell is 
4-0 overall and ranked second in the 
14 th Region according to the Kentucky 
Volleyball Coaches Association poll. 
Letcher central is number one, while 
Hazard is ranked third. Estill is fourth 
with Leslie County and Jenkins tie for 
fifth. 

Powell was set to play Lee at home 
this past Tuesday and then travel to 
Morgan County on Thursday.

As I watched a new roof being put on our house 
and occasionally entered into pleasant conversation 
with the young man in charge, I noticed that the 
workmen were courteous, fast, efficient, and profes¬ 
sional. 

As a result of their labor, the work was completed 
quickly, and a necessary job was done well. 


I was, and am, grateful to them for their service. 

As those workmen labored and I watched, I 
became aware of this: 

Necessary work of one kind or another is con¬ 
stantly underway. 

It is honorable, and it should be recognized as 
such. 

Those of us who are a part of western civilization 
have a heritage, almost two thousand years old, that 
reminds us “to respect those who work hard among” 
us and “hold them in the highest regard...because 
of their work.” 

Labor Day, always observed on the first Monday 
of September, is more than the unofficial end of 
summer and a day free of labor; it is a time to pause 
for a moment and recognize that necessary work is 
honorable, and those who are engaged in it render 
a valuable service.
